The
concentration of drug required in medicated water must
be adequate to compensate for variation in the age of
the animd, feed consumption rate, and the
environmentd temperature and humidity, each of which
affects water consumption.

2. TARGET ANIMAL SAFETY AND DRUG EFFECTIVENESS:

Under the provisons of the Federd Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, as amended by the
Generic Animd Drug and Patent Term Restoration Act, (53 FR 50460, December 15, 1988,
Firs GADPTRA Policy Letter) an abbreviated new animd drug gpplication (ANADA) may be
submitted for a generic version of an gpproved new anima drug (pioneer product). New target
anima safety data, drug effectiveness data, and human food safety data (other than tissue
residue data) are not required for gpproval of an ANADA. An ANADA relies on the target
anima safety, drug effectiveness, and human food safety dataiin the pioneer’s new animd drug
application. Ordinarily the ANADA sponsor shows that the generic product is bioequivaent to
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the pioneer and conducts a tissue resdue study to establish the withdrawa time for the generic
product. For certain dosage forms, the agency will grant awaiver from conducting an in vivo
bioequivaence sudy (61 FR 26182, May 24, 1996, Bioequivaency Guiddine).

Based upon the formulation characterigtics of the generic product, PennField Oil Company was
granted awaiver from conducting an in vivo bioequivaence study for Pennox 343. The generic
and pioneer products are water soluble powders with the same active ingredients and no
differences in the inactive ingredients which would affect absorption of the active ingredients.

3. HUMAN FOOD SAFETY
Tolerance

The tolerances established for the pioneer product apply to the generic product.

Tolerances are established for the sum of resduesin tissues of cattle, beef calves, dairy calves,
swine, chickens, turkeys asfollows:

(@ 2 ppminmuscle

(b) 6 ppmiin liver

(¢) 12 ppm in fat and kidney

Withdrawd Time:

When awaiver from the requirement of an in vivo bioequivaence study is granted, the
withdrawal times are those previoudy assigned to the pioneer product.

For oxytetracycline hydrochloride, [21 CFR 520.1660d], do not administer to turkeys, swine,
cattle, or sheep within 5 days of daughter. Do not administer to chickens or turkeys producing

eggs for human consumption.

Regulatory Method:

The anaytica method for the determination of oxytetracycline hydrochloride in tissues uses a
microbiologica assay procedure. This method isfound in the Antibiotic Resduesin Milk, Dairy
Products, and Animd Tissues. Methods, Reports, and Protocals, revised October 1968,
reprinted December 1974, National Center for Antibiotic and Insulin Andysis, FDA,
Washington, D.C. 20204.

4. AGENCY CONCLUSIONS

This ANADA submitted under section 512(b) of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act
satisfies the requirements of section 512(n) of the act and demonstrates that Pennox 343, when
used under its proposed conditions of use, is safe and effective for the labeled indications.
